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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims have been amended to include that a public key algorithm is used and that the controller contains 
means for decoding data information in such a way as to present the data to a computer system in a secure Internet communication 
format enableing dynamic exchange of system encryption keys. These limitations were not previously presented and require not only new 
consideration for the remaning claims, but a newly formulated search including "public key". Further, the claims have been amended to 
clarify that previously recited "encoding/decoding" represents both an encoding and decoding rather than one or the other, further 
requiring further consideration. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's response (p. 6, 5-6) suggests that there is no reason for further search and consideration because 
the context of the invention was originally framed in relation to the rise of the Internet data highway. Regardless of Applicant's intended 
use of the instant invention, limitations such as a public key algorithm and secure Internet communication format are not read into the 
claims from the specification. Applicant's response (p. 8, 3) states that claims 1 and 22 have been amended to more clearly define the 
invention, "comprising a public key algorithm for encoding and decoding data information however, there is no mention of public key in 
claim 22.
